REGIONAL PARK BOARD 
AIDS FIFTH WAR LOAN 


T. J. Roberts, business manager 
of Stationary Engineers’ Union No. 
507, and labor’s representative on 
the board of directors of the 
regional park board, reports that 
the board has purchased $100,000 
worth of fifth war loan bonds. 

This action was taken by the 
directors to help the nation in 
the war effort at this critical 
period of the war, and in line 
with the usual good judgement 
displayed by the regional park 
directors every possible bit of 
work is being held in abeyance 
for the post-war period. 

The purchase of these bonds will 
be allocated to the cities compris- 
ing the regional park district. 


IBEW Wins Election In 
Large Utility Unit 


Another large unit of a major 
midwest utility, the Commonwealth 
Edison company of Illinois, was 
brought under the banner of the in- 
ternational brotherhood of electrical 
workers. 

The IBEW defeated a “com- 
pany union” in the generating 
and substation departments at 
Chicago by a sweeping majority 
of 907 to 503. In another unit 
the election ended in a stale- 
mate, partly because some em- 
ployes, ineligible to vote, were 
permitted to cast ballots. As a 
result the national labor rela- 
tions board ordered a new vote 
in that unit. 

The electrical workers also an- 
nounced that raises totaling over 
$20,000 annually, plus back wages 
running up to $300 per employe, 
had been won for traffic, commer- 
cial and plant departmen’ workers 
of the Virginia Telephone and Tele- 
graph company. The increases were 
approved by the national war labor 
board over the stiff opposition of 
the company.

Ten AFL Platform Planks 


Demand Post-War 


‘| TEXT OF AFL PLATFORM PROPOSALS 


Text of the American Federation of Labor's proposals presented to 
the resolutions committee of the republican national convention at 
Chicago follows: 


INTERNATIONAL 


Labor expresses the hope that one of the objectives reached at the 
conclusion of the war which is now being waged will be the end of wars 
and the substitution therefor of national and individual security. In 
order to accomplish this purpose, we recommend that at the peace con- 
ference an international organization be formed around the nucleus of 
the united nations to establish the peace, safeguard the peace, and to 
enforce the peace if necessary. Such an agency can be created without the 
surrender of national sovereignty and through its functional capacity 
can serve to promote and maintain peace, guarantee freedom and 
justice for all. 


RECONSTRUCTION 

We have reached that stage in the war where the problems of recon- 
version and contract termination compel attention and consideration. We 
cannot ignore the economic consequences which we anticipate will follow 
the close of the war. The reconversion of industry from war material 
production to civilian production plants should be brought about as 
quickly and as constructively as possible in order to prevent widespread 
unemployment. Plans for reconversion and contract termination should 
be formulated and agencies for reconstruction should be created for the 
purpose of dealing with these vital post-war problems. In order to pro- 
mote the realization of this objective, we urge the enactment of legis- 
lation which will provide: 

First, for the creation of an office of war economic mobilization and 
reconstruction with a policy and review board made up of representa- 
tives of labor, industrial management and farmers. 

Second, that wartime restrictions on manpower and wages shall be 
| promptly terminated at the close of the war and that an effective peace- 
time employment service be established on a national basis which will 
in no way interfere with employment policies established through 
collective bargaining. 

Third, for the creation of an emergency unemployment fund out of 
which unemployment benefits shall be paid to unemployed workers and 
demobilized soldiers. Labor regards this as a national responsibility. 

Fourth, for demobilization payments to be made to those serving in 
the armed forces with the opportunity extended them to continue inter- 
rupted educatton and training, and with adequate medical care and re- 
habilitation provisions for the injured. 

Fifth, for the resumption of operations by private business, facilitated 
by having in operation plans and provisions for: 

a. negotiation of contract cancellation, 

b. prompt settlement of claims, 

c. removal of government property from plants, 

d. disposition of government surplus property in an orderly manner

FULL EMPLOYMENT, WAGES AND HOURS, 
PUBLIC WORKS, HOUSING 


Congress and the executive departments should cooperate in the cre- 
ation of full employment for all. Full employment and maximum produc- 
tion will serve to enable our own country to meet its financial obligations 
and assist other countries in the development of stable, sound economic 
plans. We can achieve full employment and full production only through 
adequate planning and coordinated undertakings.

In record time the seabees took 
over thousands of acres of British 
land, occupied scores of harbors to 
turn them into advanced amphibi- 
ous operating bases, supply depots 
and maintenance units from which 
U. S. naval vessels carried the allied 
army to European beaches.

The payment of high wages should be correlated 
with the maintenance of this standard work week in order to maintain 
an adequate national income and assure the purchasing power neces- 
sary to sustain high levels of production. 

A federal program of needed public works should be launched and 
should be awarded to private contractors in order to supplement employ- 
ment in private industry during reconversion. 

We urge the adoption of a comprehensive housing program designed 
to provide suitable homes for the families of our citizens—this program 


to include slum clearance and the construction of low-cost homes for , 


low-income families. There is a great social and economic need for the 
preparation and launching of a most comprehensive national housing 
program. 


TAXES 

We urge the development of a simple, easily understood, reasonable, 
national taxation policy. As post-war years will bring high budgets, 
business, as well as individuals, will be forced to include sizeable alloca- 
tion of income for tax payments. We urge reasonable, fair, and just 
exemptions for low-income families in order to assure decent standards 
of living and to enable wage earners to make contributions to social 
insurance funds. 


FEDERAL EMPLOYES 

We urge the establishment and maintenance of a shorter work week 
not to exceed 40 hours and more adequate compensation, with a better 
functioning civil service commission, for federal employes. 


NATIONAL LABOR RELATIONS ACT 

Time and experience have shown that the national labor relations act 
should be amended so as to require the national labor relations board to 
carry out both the spirit and purposes of the act. The workers should 
be clothed with authority to determine for themselves the kind and 
character of a collective bargaining agent which would be suitable and 
serviceable to them. The national labor relations board should be de- 
prived of authority to arbitrarily determine the kind of collective bar- 
gaining agent for the workers employed in a plant and instead it should 
be conferred upon the workers themselves. This was the original purpose 
of the act. It provides for democratic procedure rather than autocratic 
and dictatorial control. ¢ 


EDUCATION 

We urge the establishment of equal educational opportunities for all 
Boys and girls. This is a basic right which they should be permitted to 
enjoy. Federal contributions in order to create and establish opportuni- 
ties in states of low average incomes is one way through which this 
objective may be realized. We urge congress to endorse this policy with 
safeguards to protect local controls over education and religious teaching. 
We urge the expansion and broad extension of our educational facilities 
so that there may be opportunity for education and uninterrupted 
training. 

We further urge the adoption of ample adult educational facilities so 
that all may enjoy opportunities which will enable them to deal with the 
changing problems of life constructively. 

We urge early enactment of a policy of federal aid to our public 
school system. 


DEPARTMENT OF LABOR 

It is essential in the promotion of our national well being, in the 
establishment of a favorable labor psychology, in securing fair and sound 
labor relations, and in the administration of the affairs of an important 
agency of the national government that the department of labor be 
reorganized and that all administrative agencies dealing with labor 
matters be coordinated and placed in the department under a secretary 
satisfactory to labor and really representative of the interests of labor. 
Such a department, adequately financed could widely promote the inter- 
ests of the wage earners of the country and thus make effective the 
functions of the department as set forth in the act authorizing the 
he anamperes. of labor to foster, promote, and develop the welfare of the 
| wage earners of the United States, to improve their working conditions 
| and to advance their opportunities for profitable employment. 


SOCIAL SECURITY 

The enactment of sound, comprehensive social security legislation is 
a matter of prime importance. We can keep pace with the social needs 
of an increasing population, changing economic and industrial conditions, 
and increase devotion and loyalty to our democratic processes if we face

GREEN TELLS GOP CONVENTION 
WHAT LABOR WANTS 
IN THE NEXT FOUR YEARS 


Sounding a keynote for full 
post-war security for the Amer- 
ican people, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor’s platform 
recommendations were submit- 
ted by President William Green to 
a friendly and responsive republican 
national convention. 


The ten planks embraced a broad 
program designed to accord the 
common people of the country se- 
curity from future war, security 
from unemployment and security 
from social evils. 

In conformity with the federa- 
tion’s non-partisan political policy, 
Mr. Green will present the same 
recommendations to the democratic 
national convention when it meets 
in Chicago July 19th. 

And because of the AFL's non- 
partisan political policy, the pro- 
posals voiced by Mr. Green were 
given close and sympathetic atten- 
tion by the republican leaders gath- 
ered at Chicago, who are “burned 
up” by the sharply partisan activi- 
ties of the CIO in the presidential 
campaign. 

Evidence of this attitude was re- 
flected in the favorable comment of 
{members of the convention’s reso- 
lutions committee upon two par- 
ticular planks, The first called for 
amendment of the national labor re- 
lations act to permit craft workers 
to decide for themselves whether 
they wish to be included in a single 
collective unit covering all employes 
in a plan or whether they wish 
'their own group unit. The second 
| demanded appointment of a secre- 
tary of labor who really represents 
the workers and who will be cap- 
able of reorganizing the depart- 
ment of labor so that the functions 
of all federal agencies dealing with 
labor can be coordinated. 


But Mr. Green placed chief 
emphasis on the AFL’s security 
program. The first recommen- 
dation asked for the formation 
of an international organization, 
after victory of the united na- 
tions, to “establish the peace, 
safeguard the peace, and en- 
force the peace, if necessary.” 


To attain job security in Amer- 
ica, Mr. Green proposed a five-point 
plan aimed at protecting human 
rights as well as property rights in 
the reconversion period. Included 
in this plan was legislation to create 
a central office of economic mobil- 
ization and reconstruction, with 
representation for labor and other 
functional groups; repeal of war- 
| time restrictions on manpower and 

wages immediately after the war; 
establishment of a national employ- 
ment service; benefits to disem- 
ployed workers and demobilized 
soldiers to be paid out of an emer- 
gency unemployment fund until 
they can find new jobs; a compre- 
hensive. veterans’ program and 
prompt action to facilitate speedy 
reconversion by industry from war- 
time to peace-time production. 

In the direction of long range 
social security, Mr. Green urged the 
adoption, with bi-partisan support, 
of the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill, 
which will make social security 
available to many million Amer- 
icans now excluded, increase bene- 
fits, federalize unemployment com- 
pensation and provide sick, dis- 
ability and maternity benefits. 


Mr. Green stressed the posi- 
tion of labor that the change 
from a war-time to a peace- 
time economy will require a re- 
turn to a shorter work week, 
not to exceed forty hours, with 
the payment of high wages to 
assure the purchasing power 
necessary to sustain high levels 
of production. 

He said the government can help 
the efforts of private industry to 
provide jobs for all by launching 
a comprehensive public works and 
housing program, to be carried out 
by private contractors. 

Supporting demands for a simpli- 
fied and easily understood tax sys- 
tem, Mr. Green warned that fair 
exemptions should be accorded to 
low-income families in order to 
maintain living standards. 

He insisted that government em- 
ployes are deserving of better treat- 
ment, both with regard to pay and 
conditions of employment. 

Federal contributions to establish 
wider educational opportunities to 
all American bays and girls was 
emphatically recommended. 

Finally, Mr. Green demanded im- 
mediate repeal of the obnoxious 
Smith - Connally act which, he 
charged, violates the basic rights of 
workers and constitutes an insult 
to the patriotic record of American 
| labor in the war.

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The cost of living of American workingmen continues to climb, 


according to press reports based on o! 


the bureau of labor statistics, 


from the BLS itself. Sharp increases were registered in both 


Los Angeles and San Francisco for 
1944, over the preceding month;?— 


whereas BLS showed decline 
between April and May of last 
year. The comparative figures 
for both cities, for 1943 and 
1944, are presented below: 


Los Angeles Index

These figures demonstate only 
too graphically that even the mild 
index of the bureau of labor stat- 
istics cannot conceal the fact that 
stabilization as it affects basic liv- 
ing costs is still a fiction. The prices 
workers pay for goods and services 
are breaking through their ceilings 
more sharply than ever; while the 
war labor board come hell or high 
water holds the line for wages. 

Chiefly responsible for the 
rise in Los Angeles, BLS re- 
ports, is the staggering advance 


in the cost of house furnishings 
of eight per cent, coupled with 
a rise of two and one-half per 
cent in food component. The in- 
crease in San Francisco is at- 
tributed to the increased cost of 
food. In other words, it is pre- 
cisely those prices which consti- 
tute the rock-bottom of living 
standards which are breaking 
through. 


The latest disclosures timidly ad- 
vanced by BLS, “disclosures” which 
are still gross understatements to 
the housewife, forcibly impress la- 
bor with the fact that price stabil- 
ization is still a dream. Labor is 
consequently giving its full strength 
to the support of an effective OPA 
which reactionary congressmen 
even now are trying to destroy. And 
labor continues to insist that a real- 
istic wage policy must supplant the 
pious protestations of the wage- 
freezing elements in the profes- 
sional community and on the war 


! labor board. 


Additional Comments From National 
Federation of the Blind 


The California State Federation 
of Labor has recently been informed 
by the national federation of the 
blind that the enactment on May 
24th of public law No. 4519, which 
authorizes the veterans’ adminis- 
tration to provide guide dogs for 
all veterans where it seems advis- 
able, now makes it unnecessary for 
the public or any part thereof to 
raise funds for this purpose. The 
federation of the blind also pointed 


out that the Seeing Eye Foundation 
of Morristown, New Jersey, the 
original and best known organiza- 
tion in the United States for train- 
ing guide dogs for the blind, had 
announced long before this legis- 
lation was considered by congress, 
that it was in a position to furnish 
guide dogs to all blinded veterans 
without cost to them, and wished 
to discourage public appeals for 
this purpose. 

“The most unfortunate fea- 
ture of this whole thing,” the 
same communication states, “is 
that the natural: sympathy of 
the people, including the trade 


unions, is leading them to make 
contributions to organizations 


which are not in a position to 
provide real service to the blind 
and for guide dogs for veterans, 
where no such contributions 
are necessary. Where the emo- 
tions are as deeply stirred as 
they are in an appeal for funds 
to provide guide dogs for the 
blind, ordinarly caution appears 
to be callousness.” 


The interesting observation is 
made in this same letter that ex- 
perience has shown that the train- 
ing of blind men and women is 
even more difficult and more im- 
portant than the training of the 
guide dog. 


The federation of the blind re- 
quests that before any assistance is 
offered to provide for civilian 
blinded or any other contributions 
in behalf of the blind are proposed, 
responsible organizations such as 
the California Council for the Blind, 
Dr. Newel Perry, president, 6441-A 
Colby street, Oakland 9, California, 
or the National Federation of the 
Blind, Dr. Jacobus tenBroek, presi- 
dent, 2737 Forest avenue, Berkeley 
5, California, should be consulted. 
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BACKERS OF “RIGHT OF EMPLOYMENT” PETITION 
BULLY EMPLOYES INTO SIGNING 


That the exponents of the so-called “Right of Employment” 
petition are devoid even of a semblance of sincerity and stand 
indicted for the shameless hyprocrisy of their alleged concern 
over giving people the right to work is clinchingly proved by 
the discharge by Barker Brothers company of Los Angeles 


of an employe and her daugh~ 
ter because, the mother charges, 
she refused to sign one of the 
petitions. 

Mrs. Frieda H. Kraker re- 
ports that “On Thursday, June 15, 
1944, Mr. O. M. Anderson, sales- 
man for Barker Brothers, was cir- 
culating a petition to the employes 
of the store and requesting their 
signatures. Mr. Anderson informed 
me that the petition was designed 
to keep unions out of Barker 
Brothers and avoid an appearance 
of the conditions that exist in the 
Montgomery Ward company in Chi- 
cago, that this petition was to get 
a constitutional amendment on the 
ballot in November to keep labor 
organizations out of firms such as 
Barker Brothers. 


“When I hesitated to sign 
the petition and requested fur- 
ther information, Mr. Ander- 
son stated that Mr. Petrie, the 
president of the firm, approved 
the passing of the petition and 
desired that all employes who 
are registered voters should 
sign. Upon my refusal to sign 
the petition, Mr. Anderson left 
the department and went in the 
general direction of the per- 
sonnel office. At that time, I 
remarked to one of my co 
workers that undoubtedly I 
would be fired. 


“Within half an hour, Mr. Frank 
Lewis, adjustment manager, called 
me into his office and told me that 
I would have to resign and also 
stated ‘that goes for your daughter, 
too.” Mr. Lewis stated that my 
resignation was requested because 
I had allegedly been late a number 
of days. I challenged the state- 
ment and told Mr. Lewis I knew 
it was for another reason. This he 
denied but would not give me any 
further specific information...” 


Members of the organized labor 
movement will not be surprised by 
such intimidation applied by back- 
ers of the petition, but this piece of 
news should open widely the eyes 


tentions of the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ association. 

It is no accident that this organi- 
zation has gained national notoriety 
for its anti-civil liberties activities, 
and that the leopard has not 
changed any of its spots is now 
once more supported by evidence, 
if any more should be needed. 

That the “Right of Employ- 
ment” is merely a disguise for 
the right to trample into the 
dust the rights of employes 
cannot be questioned in the 
light of Mrs. Kraker’s experi- 
ence. In these present times 
when it is so difficult to obtain 
help, Barker Brothers, who are 
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apparently lined up with the 
petition backers, do not hesi- 
tate to discharge an employe 
for the sole reason that she 
exercised her constitutionally 
guaranteed right to refuse to 
sign a petition about which she 
knew very little, and (which is 
what the company apparently 
feared would happen) to make 
that refusal final after she had 
studied the petition. 

Judging from the above and from 
many other reports that have 
reached the federation, it is safe to 
assume that many signatures were 
bullied out of unwilling employes 
who, in order to keep their jobs, 
had to sign because of pressure 
from the employers who would 
place the open shop above even 
winning the war. 

Should such a petition ever be- 
come a law of the state, the mil- 
lions of employes in California can 
judge from Mrs. Kraker’s experi- 
ence as to whether they would

DEATH TAKES PIONEER 
MEMBER OF No. 302 


Succumbing to a long and linger- 
ing heart ailment, George A. Hunt, 
Sr., pioneer trade unionist, dairy- 
man, and father of Business Repre- 
sentative George Hunt, and Har- 
old, Edwin and Melvin Hunt, passed 
away late this month at the age of 
68. 


Hunt, Sr., a charter member 
of old Local 298, predecessor of 
Local 302, Milk Wagon Drivers’ 
Union, played no small part in 
the early development of the or- 
ganization. He was active in 
the union during some of its 
darkest hours and greatest pe- 
riods of struggle, having gone 
through the serious strike in 
1911 which temporarily split the 
organization, and which was 
eventually reorganized and 
chartered as Local 302 in 1912. 
The passing of George Hunt, Sr., 

represents a milestone for the union 
and the industry. For there are few 
left—either unionists or operators 
who were a part of both the past 
and present development. 


RULES STATES CAN'T 
BAR BARGAINING 


The national labor relations board 
has ruled that a state law regu- 
lating unions cannot relieve an em- 
ployer of collective bargaining obli- 
gations under the Wagner act. 

The decision involved the re- 
cently enacted anti-union statute 
which requires, among other 
things, the licensing of union 
agents. The company, Eppinger 
& Russell of Jacksonville, had 
refused to bargain with the cer- 
tified union because the union 
representatives had not been li- 
censed as required by the state 
law. 

Finding that the company’s re- 
fusal was an unfair labor practice, 
the NLRB ordered the company to 
bargain, on request, with the Florida 
Citrus and Allied Workers’ Union, 
cio. 

Congress, the board said, did not 
intend to subject federal laws “to 
the varied and perhaps conflicting 
provisions of state enactments.” 


WLB Review Asked 
On Shipyard Pay 


The war labor board shipbuilding 
stabilization committee of New 
York city has requested the WLB 
to conduct, for the second succes- 
sive year, the required annual re- 
view of wages in the shipbuilding 
industry. 

The committee made its request 
in a resolution which said that any 
decision that the WLB might make 
would thereupon become the de- 
cision of the committee itself and 
applicable throughout the industry. 

The committee is composed of 
Paul Porter, chairman, and 30 
member representatives of labor, 
management and government. 


SHIPS BUILT BY LABOR 
VITAL FACTOR IN WAR 


The navy and merchant marine 
that American workers built in 
record time “have made it possible 
for us to turn from the defensive to 
the offensive in every theater of 
operations,” according to Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Ralph A. 
Bard. 

Credit for the part that shipyard © 
workers are playing in the war was 
emphasized when the assistant sec- 
retary said they had placed our 
armed forces in the “present favor- 
able position they occupy around 
the globe” and that “when the 
chronicle of the war is finally writ- 
ten, this armada of vessels may 

| well be judged one of the most vital 
factors in settling the future of the 
world.” 


Banks Hike Profits 
45 Per Cent in 1943 


The nation’s banks are right ‘up 
front in the profit parade, it was 
disclosed recently by the federal 
deposit insurance corporation. 

The 13,274 institutions insured by 
the corporation, it said, last year 
4ncreased their profits after taxes 
by 197 millions, or a gain of 45 
per cent over 1942. The net return 
on capital and reserves was 86 
per cent, a new high in the history 
of the deposit insurance corpora- 
tion. 


City Sets Up Job Agency 


At the suggestion of the city of 
Watertown, New York, post-war 
planning committee and the cham- 
ber of commerce, Watertown has 
established a rehabilitation and re- 
employment agency. Representa- 
tives of all social, service and civic 
organizations or any governmental 
bodies desiring to participate make 
up the governing board. Local ser- 
vicemen are contacted to determine 
which ones will need aid in getting . 
jobs when they return, and the 
advance information will be used 
in locating openings for veterans.

PLUMBERS AND GAS FITTERS’ NOTES 


BY S. J. DONOHUE: tro subject ot| 


apprenticeship training that ap- 
peared in last week’s issue of the 
Labor Journal, the following is a 
report of the state association of 
plumbers by 
Mr. George Y. 
Morton, chair- 
man of its ap- 
prenticeship 
committee. 

“We have to 
meet new con- 
ditions and 
continue to 
face the old ones. We want the best 
quality of apprentices and we are in 
direct competition with colleges and 
other institutions for the high 
school boys who are over the aver- 
age in intelligence... 

“At the present time we expect 
an apprentice to work eight hours 
each day and go to school two eve- 
nings each week for a period of 
five years. This system has pro- 
duced indifference, indolence and 
absenteeism, and should be changed. 
From an extensive study and per- 
sonal contact with apprentices for 
over five years, I am convinced that 
it raises the thought, in the mind 
of most apprentices, that this sys- 
tem is a bondage instead of a 


friendly cooperation between the} 


joint apprenticeship committee and 

the apprentices. The committee is 

looked upon as a task master. 
“Our duty is to become active in 


our negotiations with school boards | 


and endeavor to get our boys from 
the group who have planned to go 
to college. As an inducement to 


procure these higher grade students | 


to become apprentices it is possible 
that we may have to alter our 
hours of school training, a change 
from the evening study to afternoon 
study, with pay by the employer. 

“T therefore recommend that each 
community take into consideration 
the fact that we have outlived this 
system and are now living in a 
new era.

Another “miracle” drug, said to 
cure shellshock cases in two hours 
with no after affects, has been 
added to a growing list that is 
taking some of the terror out of 
war.

the need for the enactment of adequate social security legislation in a 
brave and courageous way. The American Federation of Labor calls for 
the enactment of a form of social security legislation which provides for 
the establishment of a national system of social insurance upon a con- 
tributory basis—the social security benefits thus provided for to be paid 
to workers during emergencies 'which interfere with their earned income 
when employed. The emergencies referred to are loss of work, physical 
inability to do productive work because of short-time illness, long-time 
or permanent disability due to disease or old age. 

The American Federation of Labor social security program is in- 
corporated in the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill now pending in the con- 
gress of the United States. We respectfully urge that it be approved by 
your committee and by the convention. 


REPEAL OF SMITH-CONNALLY ACT
